WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP).— 
War Production Chairman Donald 
M. Nelson repeated to Senators 
today that automobile tires will 
be available only for military re- 
quirements and absolutely essen- 
tial civilian use, with pleasure rid- 
ing out for the duration of the 
war, despite speeded efforts to pro- 
duce synthetic rubber. 

Nelson gave to a Senate agricul- 
tural subcommittee new estimates 
showing he expected synthetic rub- 
ber production in 1943 to total 


338,000 tons, with 1944 production 
“very large,” or about double 
1943's, 

(Pre-war consumption of rubber 
in the United States has been esti- 
mated at a million tons a year.) 

A shortage of critical materials 
for construction necessarily limits 
the magnitude of the program, he 
said, — * ore seemed to be a 
public migcor — that om:

Synthetic rubber production this 
year will total only about 32,300 
tons of all ‘types, Nelson said, but 
added he expected the rate to be 
stepped up to 73,300 tons in the 
first half of 1943, and to 264,700 in 
the latter half of that year. 

“We hope in. 1944 to have enough 
rubber for necessary uses,” Nelson 
commented. 

The Real Necessity. 

The No. 1 necessity, he added, 
was rubber for the military needs 
of the United States and its Allies. 
In addition, he said, tires must be 
made available for such essential 
civilian services as moving people 
to and from their jobs, performing 
necessary commercial and farm 
trucking, and meeting such com- 
munity needs as police and fire 
protection. 

In response to a question by Sen- 
ator McNary (Rep.), Oregon, Nel- 
son said it was true that the United 
States now was exporting some 
tubber, both to the United Nations 
actively engaged in the war and to 
South American countries where 
tires were needed in order to move 
out raw materials urgently needed 
in this country,

CITED BY PRESIDENT 


He Suggests Craft Be | In- 
terned in American or 
Neutral Port, or at 
Martinique. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP).— 
Acting Secretary of State Welles 
disclosed today that the Vichy 
Government had rejected two pro- 
posals by President Roosevelt for 
the removal of demilitarized 
French warships from the Egyp- 
tian war zone. 

The seven warships involved 
were demilitarized, by agreement 
with the British, shortly after the 
fall of France in 1940, and since 


then have remained in the British 
naval base at Alexandria. 

President Roosevelt, Welles said, 
proposed to Vichy on July 3 that 
the warships be moved through the 
Suez Canal under the protective 
custody of the United States and 
sailed to an American port, or some 
neutral port, for internment until 
the end of the war. 

The President pointed out to the 
Vichy Government that the war- 
ships at Alexandria were in a pre- 
carious position, always likely to 
be subject to attack, whereas, if 
they were removed to another port 
far from the war zone, they would 
be safeguarded and returned to 
France after the war. 


Werning of British Action. 


Marned Vie 
were rejected the British would: be 
justified in ordering the French 
warships out of Alexandria through 
the canal, and if they did not fol- 
low such British orders the Brit- 
ish would be fully justified in de- 
stroying them. 

This offer, however, was reject- 
ed by Chief of Government Pierre 
Laval. 

On July 9 President Roosevelt 
made a second proposal. He sug~ 
gested that the warships be with- 
drawn through the Suez Canal and 
proceed, under British and Amer- 
ican guarantees of safe passage, to 
the French Caribbean possession 
Martinique. There, he said, they 
could be immobilized for the dura- 
tion of the war in the same way 
that French warships already at 
Martinique are being immobilized, 
with the assurance that they 
would be returned to France at 
the end of the war. 

The President emphasized that 
he made this proposal because— 
whatever might be the develop- 
ments in the African zone in the 
near future—the French warships 
there would be in. danger of at- 
tack, 

Vichy Demands Ships. 

This proposal also was rejected, 
Welles asserted, the Vichy Govern- 
ment insisting that the ships 
should proceed to a nearby French 
port.. The French port suggested 
by President Roosevelt, Mar- 
tinique’s Fort de France,.is not 
near Vichy and not within easy 
reach of German and Italian forces. 

In disclosing the two proposals 
and their rejection, Welles said 
this Government still hoped they 
would be reconsidered by Vichy. 
He said he was sure the French 
people would understand that the 
offers were made in the interest 
of France with a view to ‘safe- 
guarding French ships.

MOSCOW, July 14. — The Don

The proposal for withdrawal of 
British power from India was 
never intended to mean the physi- 
cal withdrawal of all British from 
India, the resolution added.

WARDHA, India, July 12.—A 
quick campaign calculated to force 
the British to grant immediate 
political independence instead of 
waiting until the end of the war 
is believed to be the major aim 
of the All-India Congress working 
committee which is nearing the 
conclusion of its meetings with 
Mohandas K. Gandhi here. The 
impending Gandhi movement will 
be such as to bring either quick 
success or quick failure, in the 
opinion of observers here. 

The committee’s deliberations al- 
ready have dragged on for some 
days longer than had been antici- 
pated. Congress leaders seem seri- 
ous in their resolve to bring about 
a political showdown with Britain 
in the shortest possible time. 

Stiffer Congress Attitude. 

Whatever mystery there may be 
about the nature of Gandhi's 
movement, there is very little mys- 
tery about what the Congress 
wants. The Congress’ attitude has 
stiffened appreciably since Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps’ futile visit to India, 
which left a large hangover of bit- 
terness among the Nationalist 
leaders. At that time, there was a 
real prospect that the Indians 
might be induced to accept a 
promise of dominion status ef- 
fective at the conclusion of the 
war. But the Congress’ mood has

Jawaharlal Nehru, who, next to 
Gandhi; is the most influential par- 
ticipant in the Wardha delibera- 
tions, outlined the wishes of him- 
self and his collaborators in an in- 
terview. Here is their plan in out- 
line: 

The British should immediately 
acknowledge Indian independence. 
This means that, as quickly as 
practical, they should turn over 
control of Indian affairs to In- 
dians, who, in turn, would organ- 
ize a provisional government to 
assume the same privileges and 
rights at present enjoyed by the 
Government of India. The pro- 
visional government would include 
representatives from all important 
political parties in India and from 
all Indian states. It would be un- 
derstood that no steps would be 
taken which would in any way im- 
pede the war effort. If necessary, 
the first changes would be con- 
fined to the center, and the lower 
administrative structure could con- 
tinue along present lines until prac- 
tical to alter it. 

Army Control Not Included. 

According to this program, al- 
though the Indians would assume 
full political power and would 
naturally expect an important 
voice in matters of defense, ac- 
tive military operations would con- 
tinue as now under the direction 
of the Allied command for the du- 
ration of the war. 

In fact, it is claimed that under 
those circumstances India would 
throw its entire weight into the 
prosecution of the war. Sooner or 
later; it is assumed, the provision- 
al government would draw up a 
constitution and set up a perma- 
nent form of government, possibly 
including a constituent assembly 
which ‘the Congress for some time 
has advocated as the best adapted 
to India’s peculiar racial, religious 
and political structure. 

Admission of Risks. 

Asked what Indian or what In- 
dian political organization could 
take the lead in forming a provi- 
sional government satisfactory to 
all, Nehru replied that it did not 
matter much. 

Taking exception to the view of 
skeptics that dissension, partition 
and chaos might result from any 
such move at present, Nehru as- 
serted that once British support is 
withdrawn, minority parties will be 
much more likely to come to terms 
with their fellow Indians. Nehru 
admitted there were some risks at- 
tached. He repeated his deep dis- 
appointment at the failure of the 
Cripps negotiations. 

“We went too far with Cripps to 
carry public opinion with us,” Neh- 
ru said. “After the collapse of the 
negotiations, it became impossible 
to resume them on the same basis. 
Our position today differs entire- 
ly.”

He 
added that facilities were available 
to produce in excess of the 200,000 
tons which had been assigned to 
the alcohol process in a program 
estimated to produce 800,000 tons 
yearly. 

He testified that the country’s 
maximum production of synthetic 
rubber, based on the amount of 
materials which could be made 
available for that purpose without 
taking them away from other es- 
sential military uses, was covered 
in the 800,000-ton program. 

Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, 
protested that this appeared to pre- 
clude the development of addition- 
al processes, but Nelson insisted 
that technological investigation 
was being pushed. 

Somebody had to decide to go 
ahead with the program the best 
way he knew how, Nelson ex- 
plained, adding that he was not 
closing his mind to changes that 
might lay increased emphasis on 
new processes, and that he. was 
hopeful “new processes will be dis- 
covered.”

Police Care for Roy Hathaway 


Roy Hathaway, night clerk at 
the New Orpheum Hotel at Ninth 
and Chestnut streets, died last 
night in a cell at police headquar- 
ters after he was denied admission 
to City Hospital by physicians who 
pronounced him suffering from 
acute alcoholism. 

A Coroner’s autopsy disclosed, 
however, that Hathaway died of 
lobar pneumonia.

Adoption of a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment which would 
earmark annually 29 million dol- 


lars of State general revenue for 
old age pensions and aid to de- 
pendent children, will force the 
1943 Legislature to raise an addi- 
tional 15 to ‘20 million in taxes 
each year or make corresponding 
cuts in present governmental 
services, Miss Margaret M. Cobb, 
Assistant State Budget Director, 
said last night. 

In a letter sent to Gov. Forrest 
C. Donnell and all members of the 
Missouri Legislature, Miss Cobb 
said: “It is very probable that 
when normal conditions again ob- 
tain it will be necessary to in- 
crease the annual revenue as high 
as 30 million dollars above what 
will be realized from present rates, 
to maintain the existing level of 
government.”

Miss Cobb recalled that general 
revenue receipts in 1941 were $51,- 
630,662. Deficiencies from the 
1939-1940 biennium cut the amount 
available for governmental  pur- 
poses in 1941 to $49,408,140, she 
said. 


Disbursements in 1941 totaled 
$47,635,041, leaving a balance at the 
end of the year of $1,773,099. 


Major items in the 1941 disburse- 
ments, listed by Miss Cobb, were 
$16,947,081 set aside for the public 
school fund (one-third of the gen- 
eral revenue receipts), $10,559,214 
for old age mensions and $2,194,971 
for aid to dependent children, a

Naval aircraft, which started the 
wrecking job at Matruh in pre 
dawn darkness Sunday, have been 
more active bombing Axis supply 
depots than ever before in the Mid- 
dle Eastern campaign. 

The Navy flyers, most of them 
veterans of the war in the Mediter- 
ranean, are using fighters built in 
the United States. 


Italians Claim Capture of Large 
Number of Troops. 
ROME (from Italian broadcasts). 
July 14 (AP).—The Italian high 
command said today Axis forces 
had made effective attacks in the 
Battle of Egypt and taken a great 
number of British prisoners, in- 

cluding a battalion commander. 

“German fighters shot down nine 
Spitfires,” it was announced. “Our 
planes shot down a four-engined 
aircraft of the Liberator type.”

Supreme Court Upholds 
Race Case Decision 


WILMINGTON, Del. July 14 
(AP).—William A, Wise, who won 
a court suit for § cents against the 
Delaware Park racetrack, says the 
park may have to give up some 
$200.000 he estimated was collected 
in “breakage” during the first four 
years of racing there. 

The State Supreme Court yester- 
day upheld a Superior Court rul- 
ing entitling Wise to the nickel, 
and his counsel said the action 
meant the breakage system was il- 
legal from 1937 to 1941. 

At pari-mutuel tracks, breakage 
amounts to the odd pennies kept 
by the track on each winning 
wager. In 1940, Wise won a $5 
show bet, was offered $6.25 and re- 
fused it, contending he should re- 


‘ceive $6.30. Wise conceded the 


track was entitled to breakage 
when the odds were $1.26 on a $1 
bet, but argued that on a $5 bet, 
with the odds the same, there was 
no breakage. 7 

In 1941, the State racing law was 
amended to permit figuring break- 
age on each dollar. 

Wise, president of the Delaware 
Race Players’ Protective Associa- 
tion, said he woud ask the racing 
Commission to demand an ac- 
counting of the breakage during 
the track’s first four years and to 
have the money turned over to the 
State treasury.

Two Days and Nights, Witness Says 


Working in Two-Hour Shifts, ‘Naval Planes 
‘Dropped to 300 Feet to Sink Transport 
and Other Ships, Teacher Relates. 


AN ALASKAN PORT, July 14

N the first eyewitness account 
Jo operations against Japanese 
occupying Kiska in the Western 
Aleutians, evacuees from a lonely 
Aleutian island described the 
courageous work of young Navy 
flyers who blasted enemy forces 
with thousands of pounds of bombs 
in continued attacks.

(Attacks on Kiska and sinking 
of Japanese warships by Army and 
Navy aircraft have been an- 
nounced in Navy communiques, 
and the evacuation of natives and 
whites from Atka and the Pribiloff 
islands was reported June 26.) 
“The young Navy flyers got 
tougher after each raid,” McGee 
related. “The procedure was to 
fly high over Kiska, dive through 
the clouds, level out, sight objec- 
tives and. then dive to bomb from 
about 300 feet. There were two 
zero fighters there for the first at- 
tack. These were shot down. 
“Some of the pilots were puzzled 
when they scored direct hits on 
a large transport and it failed to 
go completely under.

Return of “The New Moon” to 
the Municipal Theater is bound to 
release a host of recollections. For 
this week’s show is the fifth occa- 
sion for the Sigmund Romberg 
operetta in Forest Park, and all 
five productions have been notable 
in some way, well attended and 
well received in any case. ~ 

To many in the audience of 9300 
persons last night, there must 
have been, therefore, some mem- 
ory called up of “Softly, as in a 
Morning Sunrise,” as Leonard Cee- 
ley sang it in 1930, 1932 and 1934; 
the cool, aristocratic haughtiness 
that Charlotte Lansing gave to 
the role of Marianne in ’30 and ’32, 
the energy and exasperation that 
Earle MacVeigh put into “Inter- 
rupted Love Song” in ’36, the per- 
fect teamwork of Doris Patston 
and Jack Sheehan as Julie and 
Alexander in ’34, 

For of all grand operas, light 
operas, operettas and musical 
plays available to Municipal Opera, 
“The New Moon” stands among 
the five or six that have proved 
most s&tisfactory over the years. 
And it was strange, to one who at- 
tends Municipal Opera every week, 
to hear the‘roars of applause for 
singers and singing on a stage 
where only last week everybody 
was acting the fool in “No, No, 
Nanette.” 

What will be remembered best 
about this year’s show, when “The 
New Moon” comes up in conversa- 
tion again, seems likely to be Ed- 
ward Roecker’s singing in the lead- 
ing role of Robert Misson, Fred- 
eric Tozere’s superb performance 
as the ‘villainous Vicomte Ribaud, 
best of any in memory; Marthe 
Errolle’s striking beauty in a bil- 
lowing ball dress, a mass drill for- 
mation with 72 chorus members 
taking part, and such other things 
as had to do particularly with last 
night—the muggy temperature or 
the rebel yells as a body of soldiers 
arrived high up the hill. 

What the future has in store for 
Edward Roecker probably will in- 
sure his being remembered, for his 
is a splendid vocal talent. A New 
Jerseyite who has sung on the ra- 
dio and in summer opera in Dallas 
and Louisville, Roecker came to 
Forest Park as an unknown last 
night. 


¢ * * 

In flat contradiction to his pho- 
tographs, which have catalogued 
him as a grand opera heavyweight, 
Roecker (pronounced “Ro-Ker”) is 
six-feet-two tall, of rather lean 
build, with blond, wavy hair and 
boyish manner. Not romantic- 
looking and wearing a simple bond- 
servant’s blouse and breeches, he 
made an undistinctive entrance last 
night. Then within five minutes, 
his crisp, resonant baritone had 
made “Marianne” an important 
song, number, the audience recog- 
nized his extraordinary voice with 
an enthusiastic burst of applause 
and the young man had to take a 
bow then and there, from center 
stage. . 

Everything he sang all evening— 
“Stout-Hearted Men,” “Lover Come 
Back to Me” and the impassioned 
“Wanting You”—got the same gen- 
erous respons@ As the lights 
flashed on and off at the finale, 
it was apparent that the young 
baritone could have taken addi- 
tional bows but he kept his place 
in line. 

Like many others who have come 
to Forest Park with fine voices— 
Allan Jones, Lansing Hatfield, 
Ruby Mercer and the like— 
Roecker does not yet have the 
acting skill that he needs but in 
“The New Moon,” which is mu- 
sical nearly every moment of the 
evening, this is an almost trivial 
shortcoming. 

Miss Errolle’s good soprano is 
an effective complement to Roeck- 
er's baritone in duets and her solo 
singing of “The Girl on the Prow” 
is outstanding. Robert Shafer’s 
“Softly, as in a Morning Sunrise” 
is another high point of this week’s 
presentation, since this lover's la- 
ment is done not only with lyrical 
clarity but with such assurance 
that Shafer is able to shoot the 
high notes right between the eyes. 
The. only .reservation one would 
make is that Shafer does not look 
disillusioned, One of his good- 
natured countenance probably 
would not grieve about any girl, 
but probably tell her to go take a 
dive in the Caribbean. 

Through its entire length 
this “New Moon” is well sung, by 
principals and choruses. Conduc- 
tor Schwartzdorf keeps the ele-

HE IDEA that patients with 
ulcer of the stomach have a 
‘eertain bodily form or con- 
stitution which influences them to 
acquire that condition has long 
been dabbled with by different phy- 
sicians. For instance, Dr. George 
Draper of New York, whose studies 
in human constitutions are well 
known, has felt that ulcer patients 


have a certain type of jaw and © 


face which prevents their mas- 
ticating their food as well as others 
and therefore throws undig 
masses of food into the stomach. 

In his most recent study he has 
called attention to the mental life 
of these patients. He believes that 
they are natural worriers and this 
has as much influence on the de- 
velopment of the ulcer as any 
other factor. It is; of course, well- 
known along this line that mental 
upsets and worry will increase the 
amount of acidity in the stomach 
and also make movements of the 
stomach more rapid and irritable, 
and sometimes worry will entirely 
slow down the digestive processes

HE HAS a number of histories 


‘which show that episodes such as 


a hemorrhage or an internal hem- 
orrhage or a relapse of symptoms 
are associated with upsets in the 
mental life of the patients: One

HERE IS a typical sort of his- 
tory elicited: 

“T have two brothers older than 
I am and both are strong and 
husky. They treat me like a three- 
year-old. Whatever I did has 
ways been wrong. I always had a 
poor appetite and picked at my 
food. My brothers would say, ‘How 
do you expect to get big and strong 
like us?” He is a sensitive young 
man, mild and without much phy- 
sical energy. The muscles of his 
face twitch and he has a number 
of mannerisms. 

In a group of patients studied 
84 per cent had a sense of insecuri- 
ty; 97 per cent were dependent 
upon some member of the family, 
either mother, father, wife, broth- 
er or sister. There was a guilt and 
fear complex present in 49 per cent 
and compensatory striving in or- 
der to overcome what they thought 
was a natural inferiority in 56 per 
cent. 

There is no question that one of 
the reasons why hospitalization for 
ulcer is so valuable is because it 
takes a patient away from worldly 
contacts that irritate and upset 
him. In all medical treatment 


psychotherapy is a necessary part 
of the treatment. 


A. N. N.:—What is a metabolism 
test given for? 

Answer: A metabolism test 
measures the amount of oxygen 
consumed per amount of body 
weight, or rather per amount of 
body space per minute. This is 
influenced more by the ductless 
thyroid 
gland, than by anything else, and, 
therefore, in practice the metab- 
olism test is used more to deter- 
mine the activity’ of the thyroid 
gland than anything else. 


E. C.: Can rickets be eured in

rickets? Should there be a special 
diet? 

Answer: Rickets usually yields 
to treatment in a very few months. 
The permanent deformities such 
as bowlegs or deformities of the 
bone persist indefinitely. A pro- 
tuberant abdomen is one of the 
symptoms of rickets. A _ special 
diet for rickets is that which con- 
tains vitamin D, which is found in 
cod liver oil and fish liver oils,

YOUR MEMORIES are all about on a par as regards your ability 
to retain impressions that have once been clearly made in your 
nervous system. 

Poor memories usually mean that we were inattentive when ws 
made our first contact with the people or things which we later hoped 
to recall. 

If you wish to remember a name or any other bit of information, 
first get it’ clearly in mind. This usually means that you must hear 
the name clearly and distinctly or see it ‘in writing. 

In the usual social introduction, however, we often fail to hear the 
name distinctly, so our original impression is hazy. As in photography, 
it is difficult to develop a good reproduction from a poor negative, 

. Get your data or names straight and the more sense organs that 
are stimulated in this process, the greater the likelihood of recall, 
If you can hear a name and also see it in writing or print, you are 
better off than if you only hear the name, or only see it.

IMMEDIATELY AFTER an introduction, conjure up the new 
name in your imagination, visualizing it as printed on a huge black. 
board in front of your eyes. Then use the name as soon as possible, 
if you only whisper it to yourself, for muscular action helps indelibly 
impress an item in memory. | : 

Don’t just say you are glad to meet the individual to whom you 
are introduced, but include his name, as, “I’m happy to meet you, Mr, 
Knight.” 

Then link his name with many other associated ideas. In the 
above case, visualize a medieval knight in armor, or connect the name 
with some other people whom you have known by that name. The 
more of these associations you can make, the easier you will recall 
the name in question.

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The Townsend Godseys and Their Three Children 
Have Found Peace and Serenity in a Snug Haven 
High on the Hip of Taneycomo Hill in the’ Ozarks 


TOWNSEND GODSEY AND HIS FAMILY FISHING IN

HOLLISTER, Mo., July 13. 


e LL the world is at war, but at 
Goat’s Nest, high on the hip 
of Taneycomo Hill, where the 

Townsend Godseys have found a 
haven, there is peace and the ser- 


enity that goes with the simple life, 


Time, in its passing, takes no toll. 
For them it is come day, go day, 


and tomorrow will be another day, 


and every day is a dream come 
true. They have lost the shadow 
and gained the substance, All's 
well on Taneycomo Hill, 

It was for this that Townsend 
Godsey toiled. The more Ge toiled, 
the farthér seemed the goal. He 
had his rewards but they did not 
satisfy. He wasn’t slipping but he 
wasn't getting anywhere—not, at 
any rate, where he wanted to get. 
So he chucked it all—the salary 
that meant security of a sort and 
the way of life that he had known. 

“We're going back to nature,” he 
said to Helen, his wife, and she 
answered, in effect, “where thou 
goest 1 will go.” 

So back to nature they went, 
with their children trooping and 
whooping along. 7 

That's how it comes that the 
Townsend Godseys are snug in 
Goat’s Nest, up there on the hill, 
but they were a long time getting 
there. It was in 1921 that the 
idea was born. Godsey, as a writ- 
er and photographer, attended that 
year a meeting of Ozarks writers 
and jearned from them that there 
was a world apart, and promised 
himself that some day he would be 
a citizen of that world. As a start- 
er he bought a lot on Lake Taney- 
como, His plans to build a cabin 
on it went awry when he was 
pinched in a bank failure. He con- 
tinued his newspaper work until 
he was appointed publicity man in 
Game and Fish Department of the 
Missouri Conservation Commission. 

All the time that he was gather- 
ing information and making pic- 
tures of Missouri rural life, he had 
a notion that this was the life 
that was worth while, something 
for a man to work toward. In 
order to be able to work toward it, 
he applied for a Guggenheim fel- 
lowship for research in folkways, 
arts and crafts. He didn’t quite 
make that and it was a great dis- 
appointment to him. 

Here was a way of life that was 
fast vanishing. Railroads and 
highways were playing hob with it. 


The old timers were dying off. 
Primitive survivals were to be 
found only off the beaten paths. 
The lore could still be had but the 
time was coming when there 
would be nothing for the questing 
photographer to find and save 
from the extinction: that was im- 
pending—the types of Ozarkians, 
no two alike; the brush arbor 
meetings and baptizings; the sorg- 
hum making; the bee hunts; all 
the primitive folkways that would 
soon be gone. As it was, although 
he had a good job, he was not get- 
ting any closer to the hills. He 
was not getting the pictures that 
he wanted nor living the life that 
he wanted to live—the life of the 
hunter and the fisherman, the life 
near to nature that he had come to 
think was the only thing worth a 
nature-loving man's effort. 

He wasn’t exactly free to do as 
he pleased. He had to consider 
his wife and thrée children. But 
what was he doing for them? 
Supporting them, yes. Providing 
them with food and clothing. But 
not able to buy a home for them. 
It took all of his $3400 a year 
salary, and sometim~s it wasn’t 
enough, although he had an éx- 
pense allowance of $1200 a year 
for his traveling. They offered 
him an increase in salary of $200 
a year if he would stay, but what 
was the use? At the end of the 
year he would simply have spent 
$200 more without getting any 
nearer to what he wanted. No, 
the only way to get that was to 
pull up. stakes and go get it. 
He told his wife about his de- 
cision and she said it was aill 
right with her. The children sec- 
onded the motion with shouts. 


So they pulled up stakes and 
headed for Lake Taneycomo. Sev- 
en miles south of here they found 
a house and rented it, paying six 
months in advance. They would 
have a roof over their heads for 
that long anyway. They faced the 
future with something ‘like a hun- 
dred. dollars in Papa Godsey’s 
pocket, and not a véry clear idea 
as to where more was to come 
from. They were plopped in 
Mother Nature’s lap and the old 
lady would have to look out for 
her own. To her credit it may — 
said that she has done her part, 
with the Godsey’s doing theirs by 
the time-honored Ozarkian device 
of barter-trading their talents for 
what they need, keeping their 
larder supplied from the gardens 
and henhouses of their neighbors. 

One of the things that Godsey 
had learned in his mingling with

the hill people, was that barter 
was the backlog of their economy. 
As long as they~had something 
to trade they didn’t need money. 
What they could do he could do. 
He had his cameras and he knew 
how to take pictures. The hill peo- 
ple liked to have their pictures 
taken. It was something that they 
couldn't afford if they had to pay 
cagh, but they were willing to pay 
in trade. Godsey was willing to 
take his pay in trade and, on oc- 
casion, to pay for services in the 
same way. Like that time when 
his car bogged down in Long 
Creek, out in the woods. He 
walked to the nearest house and 
asked for help. They didn’t have 
a horse, but the farmer and his 
boys came and waded in and 
boosted his car to dry ground. He 
paid them by taking a family 
group picture. 
x * * 

T was good publicity for him. 

When, later, he drove along Long 

Creek, he found that everybody 
knew him as the feller who “took” 
Den Jones’ family and most of 
them were willing to trade any- 
thing that they had for photo- 
graphs of their families. Result: 
He returned home with a trunk- 
ful of fruits and vegetables. 

He has been trading ever since 
and has rarely found himself in 
need of cash. Not even when he 
wanted to own a houn’ dog so that 
he could call himself a real hi?l- 
billy. He found the man who had 
the dog. He didn’t want to sell 
but he was willing to trade. God- 
sey took picturés of the man and 
his dog and took the dog for his 
pay. He has a deal on now for 
a boat. 

For professional and trading 
purposes Godsey wanted to be in 
town. — Favored by good fortune 
he was able to buy Goat’s Nest, 
up the hill, because John S. Sweet, 
who had built it, was moving to 
a bigger house he had built at 
Forsythe. In town Mrs. Godsey 
had a chance to trade her talents 
as a piano teacher and in that way 
do her part. There were mothers 
who wanted their little girls to 
learn to play the piano.. They 
couldn’t afford to pay out money 
for lessons, but they had eggs that 
they were willing to trade. . Mrs. 
Godsey has. been kept pretty busy 
teaching piano at the price of two 
dozen eggs per lesson, regardless 
of the séasonal fluctuations on the 
egg market. She might have 
charged an @¢gg or two extra when 
the market was down, but she 
figured that two dozen eggs, for

The family’s butter and milk is 
supplied in the same way and 
Mrs. Godsey pays for the washing 
by giving piano lessons to. the 
washwoman’'s daughter. 

Trading of commodities and 
services is general in the hills, and 
it is not confined to the natives. 
Don Gardner runs the golf club, 
He wanted Dr. Clarence Evans to 
join. The doctor had no objec- 
tions to. joining but he couldn't 
see himself laying out in cash 
money the price Of a. set of clubs. 
Gardner had a man working on 
the course whose wife was g0- 
ing to have a baby. “I tell you 
what, Doc,” he said to Evans, “you 
bring the baby and I'll pay you 
with a set of golf clubs.” “It’s a 
deal,” said the doctor, “but how 
are you going to get paid for the 
clubs?” “That’s easy,” said Wag- 
ner, “the father will pay for them 
by working on the course.” 

So the doctor joined and got his 
clubs and the baby was brought 
and the clubs were paid for and 
nobody was out a cent. Gardner 
hasn’t told whether he thought it 
out in advance or worked it out 
as he went along. 

Thinking on these things, Town- 
send Godsey takes occasion to re- 
mark that the Ozark country is 
the land of adjustments, meaning 
that péople here adjust themselves 
to what they have and what they 
need and what they’ve got that 
they can trade. It goes beyond 
commodities and services too. It 
applies to the outlander who comes 
to live among them. In that case 
it is a sort of compulsion. People 
like the Godseys, who come here 
to live—Godsey himself, though he 
is no stranger in these parts; his 
wife, and Bill, who is 13, and 
Pidge, 12, and even little Katy, 
who is six—have to adjust them- 
selves to the tempo of living, It 
isn’t that the hill people are lazy; 
Godsey hastens to say, but they 
are unhurried and they don’t al- 
low anybody to come in and tell 
them to hurry. Newcomers have 
to slow down or find themselves 
out of step. And it’s a good thing, 
Godsey observes, for people to slow 
down. That is what he came down 
here to do and he is proud to 
think that he is doing a pretty 
good job of it. 

“Some fellows,” he said, came in 
here the other day and asked me 
if I could get away to take a 
float trip with them. Seemed to 
think they were asking @ lot. I 
said ‘sure, why not?’ I didn’t have 
anything else to do. 
mean anything to me.” 

Godsey looks at his children 
and takes pride in their health 
and freedom. He feels that he 
has done something for them. 
“This way of life,” he said, “brings 


them into contact with the funda-. 


mental things. They learn how to 
work with their hands and are 
developing independence and self- 
reliance.” 

Mrs. Godsey looks at her hus-

band and her children and is hap- 
py because he is happy and they 
are happy. “I’m sorry we didn't 
come sooner,” she says. “I hope 
they don’t run us off. When this 
war is over there is going to be 
need for a generation who can 
keep thein heads up and their eyes 
clear. We are trying to bring 
up our children that way. If we 
had stayed in the city we would 
be feeling the pinch and _ that 
wouldn’t be good for the children. 
There is so much greater security 
here. Lots of things that we did 
in the city were substitutes. Here 
it’s the real thing. 


“Things in the city had to be 
planned. Here they come in the 
routine. We don’t have to go to 
where the birds and the flowers 
are. They’re here. Life ought to 
be a pastime and not a hardship. 
That is what it is here. We are 
doing something that we think is 
worth while and we are happy. 


“Townsend, for the firat time in 
his life, is doing just what he 
wants to do. If he has to go to 
war, I'll be so glad he has had a 
crack at what he likes best to do.

When the quéén failed to 
drop, declarer obviously felt that 
his one remaining chancé was to 
find the club king on-sidé, where 
it could. be picked- up on the fi- 
nesse. Accordingly, he let the club 
queen ride through West, and was 
grieved when East pounced upon 
the trick and cashed the diamond 
queen for the defeat of the con- 
tract. 

South had signally failed to re- 
serve to himself all the chances 
that his résources afforded. The 
North-South hands were made to 
order for an elimination and throw- 
in play. After ruffing the opening 
heart lead and drawing two rounds 
of trumps, ending in dummy, de- 
clarer should have ruffed dummy’s 
remaining heart, then laid down 
the ace, king, and a low diamond. 
This maneuver would have thrown 
East on lead and left him without 
a safe exit. If East returned a 
heart, declarer could get rid of 
one of his clubs while ruffing in 
dummy. Or, if East chose to exit 
with a club, declarer would have 
the club finesse taken from him, 
that is, he could lose no club trick, 
regardless of the position of the 
club king.

PRAGUE 
Capital of Ozechoslovakia. 


NE of America’s leading com- 
mentators does not agree with 
me that Prague should be pro- 


pounced “praig.” He says, “‘Praig’. 


is so provincial English that it 
galls me. I am sure no cultivated 
They 
accept the German pronunciation 
‘prag.’ ” 

I must take gentle issue with my 
distinguished vis-a-vis, for whom 
I have the highest regard. All 
reputable authorities show “praig” 
as the correct pronunciation for the 
form spelled “Prague,” just as 
we pronounce The Hague as 
“haig,” and the word vague as 
“vaig.” (See “Prague” in Webster's 
the Winston dic- 
tionary, the Macmillan dictionary, 
Funk and Wagnalls’, and the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, English edi- 
tion.) 

The Czech form PRAHA (pro- 
nounced PRAH-hah) is the cor- 
rect native name of the city. The 
—— form is PRAG, the “g” is 
pronounced with a fricative “ch” 
sound as in ach, ich, dich, thus: 
prah(ch), 

Thus we see that the pronuncia- 
tion “prahg” (with the hard “g”), 
now heard widely on the air, is 
neither fish nor fowl. And, since 
it is similar to (but not identical 
with) the German pronunciation, 
I should not use it out of respect 
for the brave, tormented people of 
Czechoslovakia. If I did not like 
the English form “praig,” 
only alternative would be the 
Czech form “PRAH-hah.”
